The  prison  of  Andersonvill^  is  a 
stockade  of  about  eighteen  fV^t  high, 
the  posts  comprising  it  bein^sutl^in  i 
the  ground  five  feet;  it  originally  com-  j 
prised  an  area  of  eighteen  acilTs,  bnt 
was  subsequently  enlarged  to  twenty- 
seven  acres.  The  inclosurc  is  upon 
the  side  of  a  hill,  looking  toward  the 
South,  at  the  foot  of  which  is  a  smal* 
brook  about  five  feet  wide  and  as  many 
inc4ies  deep,  which  fiunished  the  water 
for  the  use  of  the  prisoners.  "Within 
this  enclosure  were  turned  the  prison- 
ers as  they  arrived,  and  left  to  provide 
for  themselves,  there  being  no  shelters, 
or  arbors,  or  any  kind  of  jn'otecLion  af- 
forded  by  trees  or  otherwise  against 
the  burning  rays  of  the  southerrt  sun, 
the  furious  storms  or  the  freezing  win.

I  ohcc  mustered 
the  courage  iinp*elled  by*  the  earnest 
cntreatici!  of  a  Xorthern  friend,  to  en- 
ter one  of  them,  to 'visit  one  who  was 
tenderly  reared,  and  walked  in  the  best 
ranks  of  .Connecticut  society.  I  be- 
lieve I^  bad  seen  before  this  what  I 
deemed  to  be  human  wretchedness  in 
its  voisi  forms.  I  thought  that  I 
could  ""nerve  myself  to  witness  mortfU 
asonv  and  wretchedness  and  destitntion 
as  I  had  heard  ^it«described,  without 
blanching  or  trembling.  But  if  the 
condensed  liorrors  of  a  hundred  "black 
holes"  had  been  brought  before  my 
mind  to  jirepare  me  for  the  orrl'^al,  they 
would  have  failed  to  realize  the  facts 
as  I  £a»v  iheiii  face  to  face.  I  cannot,  in 
a  daily  paper  reared  by  innocence  and 
virtue,  tfctail  what  met  my  si^ht  on  the 
occasion  1  refer  to.

Convicted  by  the  horri- 
ble fact  that  was  a  stench  in  his  nos- 
trils, Gen.  Winder,  then  Commissary 
General  of  prisons,  but  Iiaving  hts  head- 
quarters at  Andersonville,  was  forced 
by  decency,  not  humanity,  for  this  be 
himself  asserted,  to  ask  the  rid  of  the 
presiding"  Elder  of  the  Methodist  Ch.

About  firteen  ye.ars  ago  Gen.  C, rant's 
father  establish-jd  a  leather,  houfe  here, 
(Galena)   nnder   the  firtn  of  Collins  & 
Co.     The  leather  was    tanned  at  Cov. 
iii'^ton,  Keiituck}',    and    sent  hither.— 
The  firm  did  wo'.l,  and  it  is  undcstood 
madca  fortune.     The  firm  was  dissolv- 
e«l,  and  a  son  came  on  to  conduct  the 
business,  but  in  abuut    two  year&    he 
die«l  of  consum;.tion.     lie  was  well  lik- 
ed,  anil  was  an  excellent  business  man. 
Meanwhile,     Ulyses    Gr.-inS    having 
g-^a'lnrttd  at  West  Point,  went  into  the 
Mexican  war   where  he    distinguisiieJ 
himself  in  every  battle  excejtt  one,  .vhen 
he  was  not  present,  thaV  was    fought- 
thence  he  went  to  Oregon,  and    acted 
as  Captain  in  the    quartermaster's  de- 
partment.    Eleven  years    since   he  re- 
H'o-notl  his  commission,  and  went  to  St. 
Louip,  where  he  had  some  interest  in  a 
piece  of  land,  and  I  V7ir«  told  he  enga{»- 
ed  in  hauling  wood  to  market,   himself 
driving  his  own  oicen.

Mr.  Wash- 
burn    tells     tnc    iiiat    ho    seemed    to 
him  to  be  tbinking  on    some    .abstract 
subject,  and  that  he  txjok  h«m  to    be    a 
thoughtful,  retloL-tive  and  large  minded 
man.     Such  being  his  condition,   one 
is  rcmindod  of  the  case  of  Frederick  the 
G-'ent  during  the  years  he  was  Bap^'i-ed 
■jy  Ills  father.     But  in  whatever  makes 
a  man,  Grant,  the  American  hero,    far 
excels.     I  will  say  here,  tliat  he  was  al- 
ways lemporato.  and  in  every  way  cor- 
rect in  his  behavior. 

A  munth  or  so  before  the  Fort  Sump- 
ter  outrage,  and  af'crward,  (apt.  Grant 
was  uneasv.  lie  walked  through  the 
streets,  and  to  and  fro  in  the  store,  say- 
ing nothiiiix,  and  apparently  was  in  a 
Iroubletl  state  of  mind.

IIi3  reply  was  that  a  captain  in 
the  United  States  infantry  was  not  tie 
one  to  take  such  a  position.  lie  did 
not  go  near  them,  lie  meddled  so  lit. 
tie  in  politics  that  it  is  to  day  unknown 
whether  he  voted  for  Lincoln  or  Doug.

chairman.  Then  he  went  to  Mr.  Wash-

The  Leading  Men  of  Tezas. 

New  York,  Sept  I9th.— The  Gal- 
veston Bulletin,  in  an  article  on  the 
leading  men  of  Texas,  sajs  Gen.  Sard. 
Houston,  oppogins  secession  in  every 
way  ^.ossible,  was  hurled  from  the 
gubenatorial  chair,  by  a  convention 
whom  he  opposed,  and  died  amid  the 
crushins  scene.  Lieutenant  Governor 
Clark  was  installed  in  his  place,  but 
was  subsequently  defeated  by  Lubbock 
now  a  prisoner,  awaiting  trial.  Murrat, 
another  competitor,  has  died  in  exile. 
Chambers,  al^o  a  candidate,  was  as- 
sassinated, in  tho  first  year  of  the  war. 
Hcmmphill  died  soon  after  his  defeat 
for  a  seat  in  the  rebel  Congress,  some 
say  of  a  broken  heart  Waul,  who 
declared  that  he  would  drink  all  the 
blood  shed  in  the  cause  of  secession, 
lost  more  blood  from  1  arm  in  the  battle 
of  Saline  than  ho  felt  able  to  drink,  and 
in  tho  same  battle,  his  friends  Surry 
and  Randolph  fell.  The  great  leader 
of  the  organization,  John  Marshall, 
was  killed  at  Gaines'  Mill.  McLeod 
McCuloch,  Burchell,  Sidney  Johnston 
and  Thos.  Grcne,  all  highly  honored 
when  living,  passed  awj  with  scarcely  a 
word  of  praise  folfowiog  thena. 

—Gov.  Wells,  of  I^uisiana,  is  show- 
ing his  true  character  by  displacing 
Union  State  officials,  and  filling  the  va- 
cansi^Mirith  original  secessionists.  The 
President,  the  other  day,  sent  him  a 
cypher  dispatch  offering  him  the  Pro.

licit  enacted  by  the  ScDiUe  aJ'd  Honec  of 
Representatives  oi  the  Lultcii  :iUtc3  of  Aracrica 
n  Congress  aesembkd,  That  any  persou  who  is 
ho  head  of  a  family,  or  who  hat  arrived  at  the 
ago  of  twcnty-oue  years,  and  is  a  ettirch  of  the 
L  nitfcdStates,  »\  who  shall  haye  filed  blsdif^lar*: 
tion  of  intention  to  become  such,  as  required  by 
the  naturaliiiation  laws  of  the  United  States,  antl 
who  ha»  never  borne  arms  ag^jiuKt  the  United 
■States  (government  or  given  aid  andcomfort  to- 
ilsenemies,  shall, from  andaftcr  the  firsldanuary
